assemblage of people,that ever.crowd- 
ed into the streets. o£ the capital. 


Before 7 o'clock'this morning the 


populace was largolvi assembling in 
the public squares and along the lead- 
ing thoroughfares in order to secure 
places along the route of the royal 
wedding procession. The whole front! 
of the route -was black with people. 
From the windows of buildings could 
be soon thousands of faces eager to 
greet the King and his bride.

large majority of the stores and shops 
were closed, and in the windows were 
prominently displayed 
colored por.- 


traits of the King and Princess Ena.

The early; "morning 
witnessed an

tom. In strict incognito Princess Ena, 
accompanied only by her mother, left 
the Pardp palace for'Madrid. At the

The next carriage, ornamented 
with sliver gilt, while around its pan- 
els were a series .of paintings by old 
masters, having-six horses attached 
to it, was occupied by the Queen Dow- 
ager of Spain, Princess Henry of Bat- 
tenberg and the Infanta Eulalia.

London, May- 31.—In a dispatch just received'from Madrid by the News 


agency it. is reported that a bomb was .thrown, at King Alfonso and Queen 
Victoria this afternoon, but that both 
escaped unihurt. 
No particulars 


were given; . Last evening the Evening Standard published a story that 
forecasted this event. 
It said that rt had been discovered that fifty anar- 


chists of England, France and Spain'were on their way to Madrid to kill 
the King as he came from the church. 
The report also said that the po- 


lice had secured evidence the plot' had. been hatched in England'and were 
taking precautions' to put an 'end' to .all danger andl protect the King. 
The dispatch adds an equerry,'a child and two horses were killed by the 
explosion. 
A fourteen-year-old boy was arrested. It is stated the King and 


Queen behaved with the greatest calm. 
After the delay caused' by the 


confusion they proceeded to the palace. 
The Reuter Telegram company 


also has a dispatch confirming the above. -A Madrid dispatch says a bomb 
was thrown at the King- arid Queen in the Calle Mayor this 
afternoon 


as their majesties were returning after the marriage cermony. 
According' 


to details available it appears the bomb'was thrown by a bo/;, who was 
promptly arrested. 
Another version of ;the affair'sa^s the real perpetuator 


of the outrage escaped. 
An equerry and two horses were killed.

report says several persons were'killed.

Dublin, MViy 31.—Michael Davjtt, 


the great Irish leader, passed - away 
at midnight, the end coming after a 
long illness. 
All night the patient 


had been sinking and when his death 
was announced the mourners were 
prepared. 
Mr. Davitt died-peacefully 


and painlessly* in the presence of his 
oldest son, Michael, and 
his 
two 


daughters, who had devotedly attend- 
ed him through .his illness, and of. 
many of his most intimate friends, 
including John Dillon; 'Shortly be- 
fore his" death Father 
Hatton- 
had 


been-with him.' 


Michael Davitt was one of-the most 


noted of Irish nationalist leaders. He 
rose from the humblest of origins to 
a position in the polities' of Great 
Britain that ranked beside that o£ 
the greatest of those keen patriots 
that Ireland has sent to represent her' 
in the houses of parliament. His par- 
ents were of the poorer class of -west 
of Ireland peasantry, and -when he 
was five' years old the family was 
evicted from its small holding. 
The 


bitterness of such..childhood as this 
sank into the soul of the future states- 
man, and not improbably acted as the 
spur-which sped him up the heighta 
of his ambition-s, and which made- 
him one of the foremost men of his 
country. 


His boyhood and yioiitli was spent in 


unpleasant surroundings. 
The family 


had removed: " to 
Lancashire, 
and 


young Davitt went to work in .a cot- 
ton mill, where he lost-his right arm 
/in an accident 
Three years of stu- 


'dy in. a country town, school was all 
the. education he received. 
In IS6G 
he joined the Iri-s-li revolution' that 
had been initiated by James Stephens. 
Four years thereafter he was tried- 
for treason-felony, and was sentenced 
.to-fifteen years in. Dartmoor prison, 
one half of which he served. 
When 


he came out as a ticket-to-leave man 
Dublin gave him1 a public reception. 
His public c?.reer dated from that 
time. He entered the land agitation, 
in which -he found " Parncll already 
engaged, and-in 1S70; lie started-this" 
movement in. his- own county of Mayo. 
In'ISSO ho assisted in the .organization 
of the land1 league and became its 
leading spirit. 
He visited America, 


organized the branch: leagues- there, 
and-crossed the continent.from coast 
to coast energetic and untiring every- 
where. 


In ISSl-Mr. Davitt was reimprison- 


ed on his tieket-of-leave and', served 
fifteen months incarceration, but was 
not required to labor. In, 1SS2 he re- 
visited America, revived the droop- 
ing branches of the league he 
had 


founded, and returned 
to 
.Ireland, 


w;here he was soon again arrested.. 
This time he served four months ia 
prison. It was "while he'was in Port- 
land prison that Mr. Davitt was elect- 
ed" a .member 
of 
parliament 
fpr 


Meath, but he-was not permitted to 
take his seat. '.In 1SS5 ho refused to 
stand for -several .Irish, constituencies 
on the ground of his objection to tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance. , And it 
was not until 1891 that he could be. 
induced to forego, his prejudices in 
this regard. 
At that' time he stood 


for Waterford; but was not elected. In 
the very next year, however, he was 
a successful candidate for the seat 
representing North Meath, but was 
again disqualified. He was next elect- 
ed for Northeast Cork, but resigned. 
[n 1895 he 'was 
elected, for 
South 


Mayo.

Mr. Davitt-always exhibited a lofty 


patriotism and a disinclination! thor- 
oughly' to accept the finality, of 'the 
English conquest in Ireland.N 
His 


views -on the land question were more 
iii harmony with, those of the late 
Henry George than with those of the . 
'late Mr. Parnell. He wrote freely for 
numerous publications. 
He wag an. 


able speaker, a quick debater, and . 
often replied to'what,he considered 
sophistry by .some Diogenian act such, 
as that of arising and walking out, as 
he walked out of parliament as a pro- 
test against" Great-Britain's war oa 
the Boers-. Mr. • Davitt .frequently vis- 
ited the .United States and enjoyed 
a wide' acquaintance among public 
men in America. His wife, who sur- 
vives him, was. a resident' of Oak- 
land, Cal. 


MURDERER TUCKER IS 
TO BE TRANSFERRED 


Slayer of Mabel Page May Still Have 


Death Sentence Commuted to 


Life Imprisonment. 


Boston, Mass., May :)!..— Sometime 


late tonight or early tomorrow morn- 
ing Charles L. Tucker will be trans- 
ferred to the Charlestown state pris- 
on- from the 
East Cambridge jail, 


where ho 'has been' ' confined for the 
past twu years 'under the charge of 
murdering Mi-ss Mabel Page at West- 
oil in March, 100-1. The transfer will 
be made regardless of any possible 
commutation of the sentence on the 
part of Governor Guild. In the event 
of the sentence being commuted 
to 


life imprisonment Tucker will serve 
his time, in the state prison.' If the 
governor declines to interfere in. the 
case the young man will be electro- 
cuted in the prison during the week 
of Juno '10. Hanging was- stopped in 
Massachusetts and electrocution sub- 
stituted for 
capital crimes ' in 1898. 


Up to the present time four men have 
paid the penalty 
of their crimes in 


the electric chair.

'Lord Avebury, 
a member ,o£ the 


House of Lords, said, in 'a. speech be- 
fore-the House, a few/dayu. ago: 


"The unrest in Europe,,the spread 


of socialism and the ominous rise oC 
anarchism are warnings -to -the:- gov- 
ernments and the ruling classes'that 
the condition of the working classes 
In Europe is becoming 
intolerable, 


and that if a. revolution is to be avoid- 
ed .some steps must be taken to in- 
crease wages, reduce the 
hours of 


labor, and lower the prices of the 
necessaries of life. Europe is a great 
military camp. 
We have no peace; 


only an armistice, with unlimited ex- 
penditures. 
The 
result is that in- 


stead of accumulating: capital for our 
children we are piling up for them 
debt and overwhelming responsibili- 
ties." 


This is a warning to England, from 


a source which; the nation cannot af- 
ford to ignore. -Lord Avebury belongs 
to the aristocracy and his -utterances 
are not prompted by personal griev-" 
ance, or discontent. . -He views the 
situation from 
the'standpoint 
of a 


statesman and expresses these views 
to his colleagues in the House. 


England has long'prided herself on 


being a manufacturing nation. 
The 


argument was'fre'cly'-used,that Ameri- 
ca,...-with her-.great 'agricultural re- 
sources,, should bo content to furnish 
the• -workVs-.food supply and leave to 
the mother'^country'.'the task of sup- 
plying the manufactured products.
